Picture  yourself  in  this  situation: 

You  are  a  Canadian  farmer  attending  a  conference  on  modem  agriculture.  You  meet 
some  farmers  from  the  Soviet  Union,  but  they  speak  little  English  and  your  Russian 
is  weak.  You  want  to  tell  them  about  Canadian  farming.  The  only  method  that  will 
work  is  using  pictures,  so  you  decide  to  make  a  collage  for  them. 

A  collage  is  a  picture  made  up  of  a  variety  of  items  -  photographs,  drawings, 
magazine  advertisements,  and  even  newspaper  and  magazine  headlines.  They  can  be 
arranged  in  any  order  -  usually  overlapping  -  on  a  piece  of  paper. 

Make  a  collage  that  illustrates  aspects  of  Canadian  farming  that  Soviet  farmers  might 
find  unusual  and  interesting.  Search  through  magazines  and  newspapers,  cutting  out 
articles,  pictures,  and  headlines  that  seem  appropriate. 

Remember,  the  purpose  of  this  assignment  is  to  help  Soviet  farmers  understand  how 
Canadians  farm  and  how  our  government  controls  or  interacts  with  agricultural 
production  at  many  levels.  To  do  this,  you  must  be  sure  you  understand  how  Soviet 
and  Canadian  farming  differ. 

If  you  are  in  a  situation  where  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  find  the  necessary 
pictures,  you  are  welcome  to  draw  (neatly)  some  or  all  of  the  pictures.

As  you  know,  today  the  Soviet  Union  is  undergoing  great  economic  changes.  At 
present  (the  time  at  which  this  module  was  printed)  Mikhail  Gorbachev,  the  Soviet 
president,  is  trying  to  introduce  his  ideas  of  perestroika  but  is  finding  that  the 
changes  he  envisions  are  by  no  means  easy  to  introduce  into  a  centrally  planned 
economy. 

In  this  assignment  your  task  is  to  write  a  dialogue  or  produce  a  tape  recording  of  a 
conversation  between  Mikhail  Gorbachev  and  a  citizen  of  Moscow.  In  the  dialogue 
include  concerns  about  quality  of  life,  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  a  centrally 
planned  economy,  and  the  effects  of  perestroika.
